More than ICO farmers beard Chria 
Lursen, director of dairying for the 
Illinois Aericultural Association speak 
on the Ceoperative Marketing company 
plana Tuesday night at the Woodman 
hall. 

Mr. Larsen gave a brief outline of 
conditions leading up to the appoint- 
ment of the committee of nine, jof'' 
which he is a member, and the worthing 
out of the problems to the final ^plan of 
cooperative marketing.^ 

He outlined the contract plan and the 
workings of the operative committee. 
He explained how this committe, made 
up was to be formed. When the Mar- 
keting company had enough signers tho 
entire district was to be divided up 
into nine districts and each district 
was to appoint a member to the opera- 
tive committee. This committee was 
to meet monthly to approve the budget 
made up by the manager of the com- 
pany for the month. 

He further atated the new order of 
thing will not. allow for the appoint- 
ment of boy member oC the board of 
the board of directors to a salaried 
position* 

Mr. Larsen emphatically e'mphaaized 
the fact that neither the Milk Produc- 
ere or the Marketing Co., controlled 
the price of milk, that the dealers were 
in control and would be until the farm- 
era devised some means of taking care 
of the surplus milk. 

He explained that a company or co- 
operation ~was no fltronger than its 
finances and went on to demonatrata

Fuel Is Given . First Place in 
1. C. C. Priority Order. 



Order Directs All Railroads to Move 

Traffic Over the Moot 

Direct Routes. 

' — 

Washington. July 27.— The federal 
government has assumed control of all 
coal distribution nnd the railroad fncll- 
Jtlcs engaged In the transporlntlon of 
this class of fuel, foodstufls and fuel 
oil. 

The priority order on foods and 
fuels applies to the railroads east of 
the Mississippi river. A separate or- 
der directs all the railroads in the 
United Stales to move tradlo over Uio 
most direct routes. 

The plan for the coal distribution na 
outlined by Secretary Hoover was 
unanimously ndopted here at a con- 
ference of mine oponitors, railway ofil- 
clals and government reprosentatlves. 

The Inlerstnto commerce comnds- 
slon at once Issued nn order establish- 
Ing priority for the movement of coal 
nnd procedure at the vnrlous rail 
centers. 

President Harding will appoint 
Judicial tribunals to. adjust the coal 
situation within a week, Irrespective 
of omcrgenoy efforts now being nmde 
to avert a fuel crisis. 

The purpose of these qunsl-JiKllclal 
bodies will be to stabilize the coal In- 
dustry. Miners and operators will ho 
excluded except to the extent of plead- 
ing tholr cause before these tribunals. 

The White House made this public 
following the extciislve cabinet meet- 
ing at which only the two umjor In- 
dustrial problems, coal aud railroads, 
were, discussed.

Washington, July 28.— The cost of 
living In the United States has risen 
00.0 per cent since 1014, according to 
Ogures made .public by the Depart- 
ment of Labor. 

In spite of this rise, however, prices 
now arc nof at the peak, the figures 
showedj as the coat of living in June, 
1022, was 23 per cent lower than it 
was In June, 1020. 

Food prices were higher In Juno 
than In March, wldle clothing, fuel and 
light and other staples were slightly 
lower.

Strict Compliance Is 

Imperative. 



Automobile Investigators, working 
under orders from Secretary of State 
Louis 1.. Emniersoii, wtU devote a 
great deal of attention this summer to 
enforcement of safety-first laws of 
tlio road. These Investigators were 
used the first time last year by tne 
secretary of state under an act adoi)ted 
by the last general assembly. There 
Is only u limited number of them and 
their, time this season has been de- 
voted so far principally to rounding 
up automobile owners who have failed 
to secure 1922 licenses. They have 
this \\ork well in hand now and dur- 
ing the remainder of the season will 
ulijo pay attention to oilier automo- 
bile laws. 

They will urge local authorities to 
co-opiirate fully in the enforcement of 
alt these laws. 

What Law P.-ovidcs, 
Safiejvdrst laws of the road In- 
,cluiie llie following: 
'" ItcKaiaiion regarding the dimming 
of he.iilllpbts. 

Huquir!ng that automobiles be 
sMpiH-d' before going over a grade, 
crossing where there Is a "Stop" sign, 
and that at all other crossings slow 
down to 10 miles per hour. 

LiuiUIng the speed of automobiles 
to 10 miles per hour in business sec- 
tions of cities and villages, 15 miles 
per himr in residence sections, 20 
miles per hour !n sparsely settled sec- 
tions, and not to exceed 30 miles an 
hour on the public highways. 

nequlring that automobiles be 
equipped with good bralios and suit- 
able signalling device, 

Pronlbitlng any person under fifteen 
y^^ar? of age from driving a motor 
vehicle on the public highways un- 
less accompanied by the owner or a 
licensed chauffeur,

Inspectorii Will Act. 
"In the past," Secretary of State 
Enmierson says, "we have urged 
strict compliance with all of these 
safety-lirsc laws, and have asked local 
authorities to do all in their power to 
enforce them. That was all we eould 
do until the last legislature gave my 
oflice power to appoint Inspectors 
with authority* to make arrests. 

"Of course, with the limited num- 
ber of inspectors at my command, I 
cannot hope actively to enforce these 
laws in every community, but the In- 
spectors will be moved about in such 
a way as to get the inaxlnmm result. 
By calling on local authorities at fre- 
quent lnter\-als and by publicity, they 
will be of great benefit In enforcing 
all of the road laws just as they have 
been In decreasing violations of the 
state license law. 

"NotT%itb!:tnnding the remarkable 
growth In the number of automobiles 
from-3S,000 to nearly 700.0p() In the 
)ast ten yeans, laws regarding their 
)pcratlon -have kept pace with chang- 
ng conditions and tlie safety provl- 
ilons relative to the operation of nio- 
:or vehicles on the public highway 
ire ample fpr the protection of the 
jubllc. Like every other law, how- 
iver, unless these regulations are 
Urlctly enforced they fall in their 
jbject. 

Would Save Life. 
'.'I am finnly convinced that strict 
;ompllance with- the laws of the road 
>vOuld decrease the number of auto- 
mobile accidents to practically noth- 
ing. " . . 

"According to the Division of Vital 
Statistics of the Department of Pub- 
lic Health, there werp 734 fatalities In 
the "state In 1020 due to automobile 
accidents. Four hundred and fifty 
3f these, were, In Chicago and 284 .In 
the downstate. Nearly all of these 
were caused by tin* failure of one 
or both parties concerned, to obey ihe 
rules of the road.. Unless .thes^e rules 
are obeyed the automdliUe, which In 
otlier respects Is .one of tlie .greatest 
boons of this age, becomes a menace. 
It should be the concern of every good 
citizen to report any infraction of the 
law." ■ ■
